Originating from an unknown cause in a barber shop conducted 


by Bondy Brothers at 1216 Fillmore street, a disastrous and most 
spectacular fire, which threatened for a while the destruction of two 
city blocks, broke out early this morning, causing four- alarms to be 
turned in in rapid ' succession, calling to the scene more 'than half of 
the city's fire-fighting apparatus. The block on Fillmore street, be- 
tween Turk and Eddy, and half way down both the last-named thor- 
oughfares toward Webster street, was wiped out, and the Chutes 
Park escaped entire destruction only through herculean efforts on. 
the part of three hundred firemen under the direction of Chief Mur- 
phy and six of his battalion assistants.

"trust" prosecution of recent years;, The 
first was the Standard' Oil. Because, the 
testimony taken in the tobacco case was 
not so exterisivii as that in the Standard 
Oil, the two cases were before the Su- 
preme Court for', consideration 
at the, 


same time.

The attempt of the government to dis- 


solve the tobacco corporation, as violat- 
ing the Sherman anti-trust law took 
shape in 1907. In that .year, a petition 
was filed in the United Statea Circuit 
Court at New York. 
The government 


asked that the . American Tobacco com-, 
pany, Its officers, • directors and 
affili- 


ated corporations, be prevented and en- 
joined ;from restraining and monopoliz- 
ing commerce in tobacco. 


The restraints and .the monopolies al- 


leged, by the government, were said- to 
have been obtained by an Intricate sys- 
tem . of corporate organization. 
It be- 


gan in 1S90 when the first American 
Tobacco, company was organized. ' The 
new company , took over the business of 
five independent cigarette concerns. 


In 1S98, 
the Continental Tobacco com- 


pany was incorporated to take over the

The Deputy Sheriffs rushed Kihn to 
the Receiving Hospital in an automobile for treatment, and as they 
left the scene of the explosion, Picafd's house was in flames and 
threatened with totaf destruction. 


Picard is a machinist and was 'recently sued in the Superior 


Court -for a divorce by his wife on the ground of extreme cruelty. 
Picard was last seen about the premises of his home early this ' 
morning and the theory is that' he got wind of the court order re- 
storing the home to his wife, and determined that he would blow 
somebody up regardless of any sacrifice to life that might be en- • 
tailed before he; would let Mrs. Picard have the. benefit of it. 


Deputy Sheriffs and the police are scouring the country for Pi- 


card, but up to 1 :30 o'clock this afternoon he was still a fugitive. 
Guns Found in Picard House 


Constable Kihn' stated at the Receiving Hospital this afternoon 


after his burns and other injuries had been dressed, that when he 
and the Deputy Sheriffs entered Picard's house to remove the furni- 
ture they found it to be a veritable arsenal. In a tool-room Kihn 
Ipcated three loaded Winchester rifles and two boxes of rifle cart- 
ridges, together with two loaded revolvers and half a dozen boxes of 
cartridges to fit them. They carried these -arms outside and then 
Kihn went to the closet, where the explosion occurred a few min- 
utes later. He found the closet door locked and told Deputy Sheriff 
Reilly of the fact. 


Reilly said that they would have to get into the closet if they 


had to break the door down. Kihn then' went into the kitchen and 
took a key from over the door. Returning to the closet he inserted 
the key into the key-hate, and gave it a turn. This set off the dyna- 
mite 'inside and the explosion was tremendous in its force.

TO DESTROY COMPETITION. 


The government claimed that all these 
organizations were created with the defi- 
nite purpose to destroy competition and 
that they accomplished 
that - purpose. 
Each step was attacked as a part of.an 
unlawful plan, whose development and 
progress was advanced, it was charged, 
by duress, oppression, and unfair meth- 
ods intended to drive out and keep out 
competitors and secure monopolies. 
The defendants claimed that nothing 
was to be found In the organization -of 
these corporations, but the orderly, nat- 
ural arid1' legitimate development of a 
great business. 
They said the' acquisi- 
tions had been proper and that no Intent 
to restrain trade or monopolize trade 
.had prompted the creation of corpora- 
tions. 
: 
In' addition, it wais charged that the 
American' Tobacco 
company 
acquired 
control of the United, Cigar Stores com- 
pany, which conducts 
retail 
stores in 
large cities, and thereby was seeking do- 
minion In the retail business, an avenue 
absolutely necessary -to effective compe- 
tition. 
The tobacco organization was charged' 
with having a monopoly of the 'licorice 
paste, required tii the manufacture of to- 
bacco, the MacAndrews & Forbes com- 
pany, organized by the Continental hav- 
ing no competitor, it was said. 


TIN FOIL MONOPOLY. 


It was also said that the defendants 
had a monopoly in the tin- foil business, 
the^Conley Foil company, of. whicll the 
American Tobacco company held a ma- 
jority of ,the stock, producing. .75 per 
cent of the tin foil manufactured In this 
country. 
Both the licorice and the foil 
monopolies were said to have been ob- 
tained in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. - . 
Another phase of the' litigation con- 
cerned the foreign trade. 
The petition 
charged that the American Tobacco com- 
pany had entered into contracts with'the 
Imperial Tobacco company, the so-called 
"British 
Trust," whereby 
the - latter 
should limit its activities. to Great Brit- 
ain except as to' the purchase of a' cer- 
tain amount of leat In Ama-Ica and the 
former should, limit Its business of-the 
United States. It was alleged that the 
two "trusts" 
organized 
the British- 
American Tobacco company to tai»a over 
the export business of both and divide 
the world between them.

tracts were made in Great Britain. 


COMMERCE RESTRAINT. 


The Circuit Court found that there ex- 
isted a restraint of commerce, but said 
nothing about the charges ot monopoliz- 
lne" 
II? lts Decree, the court dismissed 
the petition as to the Imperial company 
and the British-American company and 
irom this feature of the 'decree the gov- 
ernment appealed to the Supreme Court. 
It dismissed the petition as to the United 
Cigar Stores company, and from this, 
too, the government appealed. 
The Circuit Court .\decrtied that the 
American Tobacco company,, the1 Ameri- 
can Snuff company, .the American Cigar 
company, the American-Stogie, company 
and the MacAndrewB & Forbes - company 
were unlawful combinations and restrain- 
ed them from engaging ID. interstate" or 
foreign commerce. 
From this, the de- 
fendants appealed to the Supreme Court.

Stroock of Now Tork, for the United 
Cigar Stores company, 


Iwe Alleged Plotters Against 


the Rebel Leader Are 


American He!d for Conspiracy 


to Murder Victorious 


Insuneclo 


EL PASO, Texas, May 29.—Revelations 


of an alleged plot to start another revo- 
lution in Mexico to overthrow the leader- 
ship of Francisco I. Madero Jr., and pre- 
vent his journey to Mexico City,; created 
intense excitement throughout the insur- 
recto army today. 
That Sladero has been advised of cer- 


tain facts not generally known, is be- 
lieved by some to explain the delay in 
his departure for the capital to consult 
with President de la Barra concernizig 
the pressing problem connected with the 
reorganization of the government, al- 
though Madero himself declared he post- 
poned the trip merely to await the in- 
stallation of the provisional governors. 


ARRESTS ARE MADE. . 


The plot, which resulted last night in 


the arrest of'Daniel De Villlers of Mexico 
City at El Paso and W. F. Dunn, an 
American, at Monterey, Mexico, is said 
to include three insuirrecto chiefs oper- 
ating in the State of Coahuila. A tele- 
gram from Monterey states that Dunn, 
on Madero's orders, has been placed in- 
communicado for seventy-two hours. Vil- 
llers is held in the El Paso jail or charges 
of "conspiracy to murder Francisco I. 
Madero Jr." , 
According to General Benjamin Vllijoen, 


the Boar veteran, who is Madero's chief 
military adviser, the scheme was that 
Villjoen and General Orozco were to de- 
sert Madero and start a new revolution- 
ary movement,.which would be joined by 
certain- Insurrecto leaders In the field, 
together with a federal general known 
to be friendly to the "Clentlflco" party. 
It was reported to him, Villjoen asserts, 
that great quantities of arms and ammu- 
nition were stored i:n the mines of Coa- 
huila, in anticipation of the new outbreak 
and that "it was assured that Madero 
would never reach Mexico City." 


"PROPOSITION" IS MADE. 


Behind the arrest of the two alleged 


conspirators last night Is the story of 
several weeks of conferences and the ex- 
change of many telegrams. Soon- after 
the battle of Juarez General Villjoen re- 
ceived a telegram from Mexico City, de- 
claring that "the government wants to 
make a proposition."

Thousands, Watch Fire 


A! cordon of police from the Bush street station and the reserves 


from'other precincts were hurried to the fire and. kept back the thou- 
sands of persons who, despite the hour, gathered to watch the prog- 
ress'of the flames. Every ladder that was stretched to the upper 
floors of the three-story structure was used as a medium for the exit 
of scantily-clad lodgers. Several came down with nothing- on but 
their night clothing, and two had only blankets hastily- grabbed to 
protect them from the night air. 


Rescues were almost too many to 


record, and the Rev. Dr. H. E. How- 
land, who *at this time is missing, 
after he had- been rescued by' his 
nurse and insisted on saving his par- 
rot. Is believed, to. haye gone back to 
his death. Dr. Howland has been- ill 
with throat trouble and was under 
the care of Mrs. Ida McFariand, a 
nurse..

The encyllcal deals with the violent 


expulsion ofv religious orders from Portu- 
gal; the suppression of church holidays, 
religious oaths and 
religious teaching; 


the. Introduction of divorce laws; the ar- 
bitrary deposition of the bishops of Opor- 
to and Boja and finally, the law separ- 
ating church and state. 


LIBERTIES DENIED. 


The Holy See, the encyclical says, has 


been patient up to now, but cannot longer! 
keep silent, as the law of separation de-; 
nies to Catholic citizens even common 
liberties. Such a. law, the encyclical 05- 
serts, is a spoliation of material goods 
and. a tyrannical - oppression in spiritual 
affairs. 
Man : Is doprlved forever of a 


flxejd. church In which to worship, and tha 
law even violates the will of testators. 


Bccleslasii, the encyclical declares, fur* 


ther, are excluded 'by the law from or- 
ganization of cult. It prohibits the pub->' 
llatlon of ecclesiastical acts; it forbids] 
religious emblems;:, it encourages rebel-*' 
Ii0n and the 'corruption of' the clergy, 
pensioning those who have been punished 
by bishops or those living with women* 1 


The law aims to detach the Portuguese 


church from Rome, the encyclical says lu 
conclusion, and therefore the Pop« con- 
demns It as null, It having no valua 
against the 
inviolable rights of tha 


church.

Meyer Lissner and the Uplift, Chester H. Rowell, tells the faithful all 
about the political situation in the east.

Speaking of 
him in the Outlook office, one day, Sydney Brooke gave.him the 
highest compliment I ever heard a pessimistic Englishman give any 
American. He said: 'I regard La Follette as the author of'the only 
real contribution which the American republic has made to the 
science of government in the world—his method of state regula- 
tion of corporations.' 
Roosevelt, too, who was once skeptical-of 


La Foliette's radicalism, has come to trust and admire him. 
The 


conservative way in which the people of Wisconsin, under La Fol- 
Ictte's leadership, have used their radical political powers, was a 
revelation to Colonel Roosevelt, and he does not hesitate to say so." 


Mr. Rowell assumes to speak for Roosevelt, although Roosevelt 


is not tongue-tied and has an Outlook of his own in which to speak 
his mind. In no public utterance has Roosevelt ever given out the 
idea that he favors nominating La Follette for President, or en- 
dorses the radicalism for which La Follette stands. Rowell is giv- 
ing La Follette Roosevelt's endorsement in the hope of switching 
the Roosevelt sentiment in California behind the Wisconsin man. 
"Unquestionably the present tendency is for the progressive move- 
ment to crystallize about La,Follette," adds the Fresno Warwick. 
He means that he and Meyer Lissner have selected La Follette-as 
'•progressive" candidate. 
Rowell and Lissner are the progressive 


movement in this State, and in their opinion the Republican, party 
also. All opposed to them are reactionaries if not actually crooked. 


Rowell decries Taft and lauds La Follette for ..the obvious rea- 


son that he is opposed to the one and in favor of the other. He, is 
playing the old trick of trying to make one. man great by belittling- 
the man who stands ahead of him. However, it is no reason why 
the President should give political favors on men who are striving 
to pull him down and set another in his place.

many Methodist bodies. The church has laid down the law that no 
man who drinks or deals in intoxicants can -be a Christian—at 
least, not enough of a Christian to be a member of the Methodist 
Church. In, the case of, Governor Colquitt the Texas Methodists 
have declared that no man who opposes the passage of laws pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of alcohol can be a Christian; 
that is, he cannot be a Methodist, yet Christ supped with publicans. 


How fhe Steei Trust Was Formed. 


John W. Gates has given a dramatic account of 'how the steel 


trust was formed. 
Incidentally he explained the process by which 


one dollar of invested capital was multiplied into five and the method 
by which control of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company was ob- 
tained. The stock of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company was 
paid for at the rate of $97 a share in steel trust bonds. Not long 
before J. P. Morgan had vainly offered $150 a share for a controlling 
interest. But, as Gates says, one of the New York banks was loaded 
up with Tennessee Coal and Iron stock held as security for loans. 
The inference he conveyed was that pressure was applied through 
the bank to compel the stockowners to sell their shares practically 
at Mr. Morgan's own figures. The steel trust is now paying interest 
-on a capitalization of $1,500,000,000, although the property owned 
'by the corporation is worth little more than a third .of that sum. 
Less than $300,000,000 is actually invested in the concern.' Through 
the domination it exerts over the iron and steel industry of this 
country the big trust is enabled to exact exorbitant profits. It is 
unjustly taxing every American industry in which iron and steel 
have any part. It controls absolutely the -market for steel rails, dic- 
tating the prices and terms of sale to nominally competitive corp-o- 
'rations. Its methods are as ruthless as those of the Standard Oil 
Company and its monopoly is fully as complete. Andrew Carnegie 
got $320,000,000 in bonds for mills, mines and railroads that he had 
offered not long before to sell for $160,000,000. No wonder he feels 
that it would be a disgrace for him to die rich. His benefactions are 
in reality gifts of water—they represent interest on watered capi- 
tal. 
In a way they are a partial restitution of money, .unjustly 


wrung from the people. 


Thirteen of the Republican Senators in Congress'are classed as 


insurgents. They call themselves progressives, but as yet nobody 
has been able to find out what they stand for. Usually they are 
against whatever the President recommends. Invariably they are 
against whatever the regular Republicans propose. They voted 
against the Payne-Aldrich tariff law, and all but one or two are op- 
posed to reciprocity with Canada. They say they want the tariff 
revised downward, but thus far they have offered no revision bill-in 
either house. They are not lining up in favor of any affirmative 
proposition. They appear unable to agree upon a candidate for 
president pro-tern of the Senate, but are united in an effort to pre- 
vent the election of a candidate selected by the Republican! major- 
ity. Apparently their chief desire is to-prevent the Republicans in 
Congress from having a coherent policy or presenting a solid front 
to the Democratic opposition. 
"

terprises completed In Europe within the 
last years Is the line that has been re- 
cently , opened across the Scandinavian 
peninsula for the purpose of ^.providing 
direct communication between the city 
of Bergen, on the. Atlantic seaboard, and 
Chrlstlanla, the capital of Norway. 
In 


constructing the lino great natural dif- 
ficulties had to be, and were, successfully 
overcome. 
The main difficulty was to 


find wan. easy passage through the moun- 
tains of the Dovrefjeld range. The dis- 
trict In question Is the most mountainous 
In Norway, with short 
narrow valleys. 


from which the'mountains rise'abruptly, 
If not perpendicularly, to great heights.

Open to the light of day for the first 


time In nine years, the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution of the 
United States were Inspected by Secre- 
tary Knox, and fotind to be In as good 
condition as when they were put away ir. 
their abiding place, a steel safe espec- 
ially designed for their custody. 


The four pages of the Constitution and 


the pages containing the resolution sub- 
mitting the Constitution to the states of 
the Union are in excellent condition. The 
ink is as black as when fresh laid to the 
parchment with a quill pen, and Is of a 
quality that will outlast any Ink of a 
modern make. 
• 
• 


The Declaration of Independence, with 


hardly a "signature legible of all those 
which are appended to it by the great 
men of the infant republic, however, is 
otherwise. losing nothing of Its legibility. 
Its condition -is due to the fact that away 
back in 1852, when there was no other 
means known ". of getting a facsimile, a 
press copy was taken which absorbed the 
ink from nearly all the signatures, but 


let the script of the body of the document 
still readable but more faint by half than 
It had been before. 


The declaration lias also been exposed 


to strong sunlight while on exhibition at 
Philadelphia, In 1876, and at tho Chicago 
exposition In 1893. 
, 


The documents are. kept In a light steel 


case that would offer only slight resis- 
tance to heat and fire. 
Bach page la 


•hermetically sealed between two'panes of. 
glass, which are then bound in wooden 
frames of highly polished oak. 


Secretary Knox directed that Chief 


Clerk McNelr make estimate for a safe 
repository for the documents that should 
be fireproof, waterproof, 
airproof 
and 


lightproof. The two valuable documents 
were then closed up again in the. safe 
and the seal" affixed to be opened again 
only for transfer to a stronger "place of 
keeping. 


The documents will not be open to pub- 


lic inspection.
